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BIOGRAPHIES 


HILARY APFELSTADT is in her first year 
as Director of Choral Activities. An alumna of 
the University of Toronto Faculty of Music in 
Vocal Music Education, she earned graduate 
degrees from the University of Illinois and 
the University of Wisconsin-Madison. Her 
teaching career includes positions in Canada 
and the United States. She was Professor and 
Director of Choral Activities at the Ohio State 
University in Columbus from 1993-2010, 
where she also served as Associate Director 
of the School of Music. Choirs under her 
direction have performed at conferences of 
the American Choral Directors Association, 
in Carnegie Hall, and In Europe. She has 
conducted numerous honour choirs and 
festivals throughout the U.S., and has guest 
conducted in Cuba, and in Europe. She 
conducted the Mormon Tabernacle Choir 

in a live broadcast in 2009. She has presented 
papers and conducting master classes in 
numerous professional venues, and serves 

on the editorial boards of four professional 
journals. As immediate past national president 
of ACDA, she currently serves on the national 
Executive Committee. For several years, she 
sang with the Robert Shaw Festival Singers 
and recorded two Grammy Award-winning 
CD’s with them in France. 


In addition to conducting Master Chorale, 
CARON DALEY is in her fourth year 
directing the St. Michael’s Choir School 
Junior Choir. This professional boys’ choir 
concertizes regionally and internationally, 
and sings weekly masses at St. Michael’s 
Cathedral. Other conducting highlights 
include the Concord University Honor 
Choir Festival, the National Youth Choir 

of Canada, Massachusetts All-State ACDA 
Women’s Chorus, Greensboro Opera 
Outreach, Maritime Concert Opera, and the 
College Light Opera Company. Caron is also 
active as a singer, and has performed with the 
Festival Ensemble of the European Music 
Festival, the National Youth Choir of Canada, 
Columbus Bach Ensemble, North Carolina 


Master Chorale, Bel Canto Company and 

the Bach Festival Singers. Caron researches 
the applications of Dalcroze Eurhythmics to 
the choral classroom, and has travelled across 
Canada and the US to lecture on this topic. In 
July 2011, she will present at the International 
Coalition of Boys’ Schools conference in 
London, UK. 


SAMUEL BARTON is a first-year master’s 
degree candidate in choral conducting, 
studying with Professor Hilary Apfelstadt. 
Originally from the UK, he received his BA 
in Music at the University of York, where 

he gained experience in both choral and 
orchestral conducting. His conducting studies 
at York included working with the University’s 
chamber choir, “The 24,” the contemporary 
ensemble “Chimera,” and the University 
Concert Orchestra. 


THOMAS SNELL is a first-year master’s 
degree candidate in choral conducting, 
studying with Professor Hilary Apfelstadt. 

He holds a Bachelor of Music degree from 
Westminster Choir College in Princeton, 
New Jersey, where he studied conducting 
with Andrew Megill and Sun Min Lee, 

and voice with Mark Moliterno. While at 
Westminster, he was Assistant Director of 
Music at the Universalist Unitarian Church ot 
Princeton. He is the 2010-2011 recipient of 
the Elmer Iseler National Graduate Fellowship 
in Choral Conducting. 


CHRISTOPHER DAWES is in his eighth 
year serving the choirs and instrumental 

and choral conducting programs of the 
University of Toronto’s Faculty of Music, 
and also as a resident composer/musician 

to the joint theatre/drama studies program 
of the Sheridan Institute and U of T 
Mississauga campus. He has directed Canada’s 
Summer Institute of Church Music and 

the Organ Week Concert and Academy of 
Stratford Summer Music since its inception. 
Christopher is widely known as a freelance 
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recitalist and accompanist, organist at St. James 
hedral, and founder/publisher of “Organ 

aiternatives/OrgAlt.com”. He lives with 

his wife Marcia and their three children in

Pianist JEANNE YUEN leads an active 
career as a collaborative pianist, currently 
accompanying both the Women’s Chorus and 
the Master Chorale.

PROGRAM NOTES 


Spring brings many images to mind: 
:mer weather and an opportunity to 
escape the winter doldrums, resulting in 
renewed spirits; new life, both in literal 
terms, of greening of the earth, and 
in spiritual terms (resurrection); new 
relationships (“In the spring, a young 
man’s fancy lightly turns to thoughts of 
love,” as Alfred Lord Tennyson said.) 


Our program this evening has elements 
of all the above. Several of the pieces 
are highly spirited (e.g. Pfautsch’s “The 
Laughing Song”;Thompson’s “A Girl’s 
Garden”). Some tell about love (e.g. 
Holman’s “It was a lover and his lass”; 
Walker’s “Love is a rain of diamonds”; 
Brahms’ Liebeslieder Waltzes). Others speak 
about life after death (e.g. settings of the 
American tune, “How can I keep from 
singing?” by Harris and Walker; Walker’s 
“Crossing the Bar’). 


In addition, we celebrate the birth of 

new musical compositions by three 

young composers, all students in the 
ymposition program at the University 
. Toronto. 


Stay, O Sweet is for SSAA choir and 
piano by Cecilia Livingston. It is a 
setting of John Donne’s poem “Stay, o 
sweet, and do not rise”. Much of the 
text is delivered by solo voices singing 
against the backdrop of sustained chords 
and clusters hummed by the chorus. The 
piano plays a crucial role in supporting 
the atmosphere; in addition to using 
conventional playing techniques, the 
accompanist plays on the strings inside 


the piano, plucking with a guitar pick 
as well as strumming glissandi. The 
composition was originally written for 
the Vespera Ensemble in Toronto. 


The Seeker by Rosano Coutinho is 

a setting of a poem by Lucy Maude 
Montgomery, author of Anne of Green 
Gables. The composer alternates simple 
and compound meter, using the latter 
when the text deals with the poet's 
reminiscence about her happy childhood 
and the source of her happiness. Lilting 
6/8 meter expresses childlike delight. 
The music is tonal and alternates texture 
between homophony and polyphony. 


Geometry of Light, by Jason Jestadt, is 

a setting of Carole Leckner’s poem 
called “Metaphysics of Growth”. In the 
composer's words, “The text conjures 
images of what some may refer to as 
sacred geometry. The juxtapositions 

of imagery from the micro “bells of 
flower pollen ring of colour” to the 
macro “creating corona” reveals an 
interconnectedness between all things: 
the molecules of our DNA, the cornea 
of the eye, snow flakes, pine cones, flower 
petsals, diamond crystals, a nautilus shell, 
the Earth’s orbit around the sun, and all 
life forms emerging perhaps from the 
same geometric codes.’ The music uses 
thick clusters and chords, fanning out 
from a simple d minor triad, peaking 
in 8-part divisi and ending in hushed 
suspension on a b flat minor second 
inversion chord.
